For background, Samantha Koenig was kidnapped from her place of 
employment by Israel Keyes on 02/01/2012, Keyes confessed to the 
kidnapping and murder of Koenig and has since been charged federally 
with kidnapping which resulted in the death of Koenig, Koenig’s 
remains were recovered in Matanuska Lake, Alaska, 

On 03/13/2012, Israel Keyes was arrested in Lufkin,TX after using 
an ATM card associated with Samantha Koenig, Since being transported 
back to Anchorage Keyes has been cooperating with law enforcement, 
providing additional information about other crimes including 
kidnapping and murder, Keyes confessed to the kidnap and murder of 
William and Lorraine Currier in Essex, VT on 06/08/2011, Currently the 
FBI and Vermont authorities are conducting a search of a landfill in 
Coventry, NY where the Currier bodies are believed to be. 

In subsequent interviews, Keyes indicated he was responsible for 
two homicides in the state of Washington, Keyes told agents about a

after that interview, Anchorage agents talked with SA_

the Poulsbo RA and he seized the boat which is currently maintained in 
indoor storage in Seattle, 


During several follow-up emails and telephone calls, SA 
advised ERT Senior Team Leader 


of the pending search. 


Information was provided about the areas of the boat that Keyes 
believed there was likely to be blood evidence, Keyes also provided 
information about other pieces of evidence that may be in the boat and 
of interest to law enforcement. 


The search of the boat will occur via consent from Keyes, The 
Anchorage Division intends to adhere to State of Washington law as it 
applies to consent searches in the event these homicides are prosecuted 
by the state. Subsequently, Keyes will be at the Anchorage Division 
for the entirity of the consent search of the boat, Keyes will be 
advised of the search and provided the opportunity to limit the scope 
of the search and withdraw his consent at any time during the duration 
of the search. 


Anchorage is requesting Seattle ERT conduct a search of Keyes 1

Details: 

On 4/16/2012 and 4/17/2012, the writer made contact with employees 
of Casella Waste Services, Inc. for the purpose of determining the 
current location of demolition waste removed from 32 Upper Main Street, 
Essex, Vermont. This demolition waste was brought to All Cycle Waste, 
Inc., a waste transfer station, at 220 Avenue B, Williston, Vermont 
(owned by Casella), on the dates of 10/25-27/2011. 

The demolition waste is believed to have included the bodies of 
William and Lorraine Currier. According to information developed to 
date, the Curriers were murdered at 32 Up per Main Street and their

On 4/16/2012, the writer spoke to a Casella Customer 

Service representative, at the All Cycle transfer station. | |advised 

that the transfer station intakes waste that is then shipped in tractor 
trailer loads to a landfill located in Coventry, VT. Incoming waste 
haulers are first weighed on a scale and then dump their waste on a 
floor at the station. The waste is then loaded from the floor with a

records by the writer); 8 on Wednesday, 10/26/11 and 2 on Thursday, 
10/27/2011 (this was later determined to be 4 trips in total upon 
further examination of Casella records by the writer). 

On the same date, the writer made contact at the Scale House of New 
England Waste Services of Vermont, Inc., 21 Landfill Lane, Coventry, 
Vermont (aka the Coventry, VT landfill owned by Casella) and met with 
Scale House employee 


the 


landfill Operations Manager. The writer was advised that waste that 
came to the landfill at the end of October 2011 would be at the top of 
a cell that was closed at the end of October 2011. Nothing was put on 
top of that cell after it was closed. A cell is about 3x5 acres at its 
base and about 80-100 feet deep. 

The area of the landfill related to the date range in question is 
approximately 10-12 feet deep, 300 feet long and about 150 feet wide. A 
new cell was started at the beginning of November 2011. 

The Coventry landfill takes in approximately 1400-1600 tons of 
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waste per day. Waste is delivered from many other areas of Vermont 
besides the All Cycle transfer station in Williston, VT, to include 
waste from Bennington, Manchester, Sunderland, Highgate, Middlebury, 
Hyde Park, Bethel, and Stowe. Waste is also brought in from Gobins, 

NH. 


When a shipment of waste arrives at the landfill, it is weighed on 
scales and the truck and the trailer numbers are written down. The 
trailer T s contents are then tipped into the landfill. A bulldozer 
pushes in the pile in levels 2-3 feet deep. Sewage/sludge is put over 
the waste which is then rolled into the waste with a Caterpillar. A 
compactor with a blade (a 121,000 lb. vehicle with 6 inch spikes on its 
wheels) levels and compacts the waste. Batcheleer or another landfill 
operator is on watch during this process. The writer was advised that 
its is unlikely that the landfill employees would not have seen human 
remains going into the landfill since they are always alert for items 
that should not go into the landfill, such as tires. 

During this meeting, the writer was contacted by 
Associate General Counsel for Casella, who advised that he wished to be 
present during any contact with Casella employees regarding this 
matter. A meeting was scheduled at the Coventry landfill for the 
following morning. 


On 4/17/2011, the writer met with 
Casella Regional Safety Manager, and £ 
manager. The following information was obtained during this meeting: 


the Coventry landfill 


The landfill is open Monday through Friday, 6:30 am to 4:00 pm, and 
Saturdays 6:30 to 11:30 (though most Saturdays the landfill is not 
open). The landfill is closed on Sundays. If waste leaves the All 
Cycle transfer station after 1:30 pm, it likely will not be tipped into 
the landfill until the next day. 


The landfill has two different "tipping fees." Municipal Solid 
Waste (MSW) is less than Construction and Demolition waste (C&D). If 
the waste comes separated as such, it will be charged accordingly. 
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During the period in question, no pure C&D loads were taken in the 
landfill. Pure C&D loads are dumped separately and used to build 
roads. It would be extremely difficult to pin down the location of 
anything that came in with a pure C&D load. 

Once a year a new cell is built. Tipping in the new cell began 
around November 1, 2011. 


Once a year, a fly-over of the landfill is conducted by an aerial 
mapping company. The landfill then gets a plan with topographical 
detail based on the date the fly-over photos were taken. This helps 
the landfill with data regarding tonnage and airspace being used. The 
yearly fly-over was conducted on 10/28/2011. 


The State of Vermont Agency of Natural Resources is the regul atory 


agency overseeing the landfill, 
points of contact at this agency.

The writer was provided with a topographical map of the landfill 
showing a rough estimate of the area in question: an area 100 x 400 
feet and 12 feet deep (40,000 square feet; 18,000 cubic yards/Areas 
shown on the map as 2A or 2B - Area 2C was the new cell started in 
November 2011). During the dates of 10/25 - 10/27/2011, waste was 
being dumped in the same area. 


On the same date, the writer, along with Casella employees | | 


met at the All Cycle transfer station in 


Williston, Vermont. At this location, a meeting was held which also 
included 


an Environmental Compliance Manager for Casella. 
also stepped into the meeting to provided information at 


times. 


The writer learned that MSW and C&D waste are not separated at the 
All Cycle transfer station. Both types of waste are mixed together in 
the same tractor trailer loads that are then shipped to the Coventry 
landfill. 


hS 
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C&D material suitable for recycling, such as clean wood and metal, 
is removed from the waste at the All Cycle transfer station and is 
shipped separately to a C&D recycling plant in Epping, NH by the name 
or Errco. It is highly unlikely human remains (or bags containing 
them) would go to Errco. 

Certain materials that should not go into the landfill, such as 
hazardous materials, are pulled out of the waste at All Cycle, if they 
are seen. 


truck delivered 55 tons of waste to All Cycle during 
the date in question, at $119.00 a ton, for a total cost of $6,545. 

C&D waste can stay overnight on the floor of the transfer station. 

All MSW must be off the floor. The last tractor trailer load leaves 
the transfer station around 1-2 pm. A tractor trailer load may leave 
the transfer station and be brought to the landfill after the landfill 
is closed. Under such circumstances the load will be left there and 
tipped into the landfill the following day. A tractor trailer load can 
also be filled and stay overnight at the transfer station. 

The writer was taken to the area of the transfer station where the 
waste is dumped, sorted and loaded for shipment to the Coventry 
landfill. The writer observed the operations of this facility for 
approximately 10 minutes while details were explained by the 
aforementioned Case11a employees. 

The transfer area is a large covered/partially enclosed structure. 

The front of the structure is open to allow for the dumping of waste 
onto the floor of the structure. Facing the structure, a tractor 
trailer was observed, parked long-wise along on the left side. Piles 
of waste were observed along the back of the structure. A backhoe was 
constantly loading the aforementioned tractor trailer from the piles of 
waste. 

Waste was being delivered and dumped onto the floor of the covered 
area. After a load was dumped, a small group of workers hand-picked 
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clean C&D recyclable material from the load and placed these materials 
into a pile in the back on the far right side of the covered area. 

This material was suitable for shipment to Errco, the C&D recycling 
plant in NH. After being picked, the dumped waste was then pushed back 
into the back piles by a small bulldozer. MSW material went into one 
pile and C&D material went into a separate pile. As previously noted, 
the Errco material went into a pile on the far right. 

As a tractor trailer is being filled, MSW waste goes in first and 
C&D waste is put on top. Waste is not necessarily first in/first out 
in terms of being loaded into the tractor trailer after it arrives. 
Since the tractor trailers are first loaded with MSW, followed by C&D 
waste, the transfer station may wait until it has enough of one or the 
other type of waste to balance the tractor trailer load. 

The writer observed a group of items set to the side that had been 
removed by All Cycle workers because they were prohibited from going 
into the landfill. 


The writer was advised that waste that had a particularly strong 
odor would not draw attention since the workers are accustomed to the 
strong odors of waste. 

The writer observed a load of C&D material brought into the 
transfer station and dumped on the floor. The load contained filled 
plastic?garbage bags among other waste material. The plastic bags were 
not opened or examined. The workers quickly sorted through the 
material for clean recycling for Errco and then the load, including the 
bSfs, was pushed to the back. 


Based on the writers observations and discussions with Casella 
employees, the demolition debris brought to All Cycle from 32 Upper 
'■lain Street most likely would have all been tipped into the Coventry 
landfill by 10/28/2011.

Our assignment was to document the excavation and search 
for any possible evidence. 


Upon arrival (approximately 0930hrs) I was assigned to maintain our photographic log.

process were obtained. While not maintaining the photographic log I sifted through debris using a 
screen looking for any potential evidence. I did not locate anything remarkable.

On 6-28-12 I was requested to assist the FBI in serving a search warrant upon the person of ISRAEL KEYS. This 
was to obtain known reference samples from KEYS' s perso n consis tent with t hat collected in Sexual Assault Kits. 
On 6-29-12 at about 1200hrs l was advi sed bv OFC I ~~K nd SGT I [ that the Federal Search Warrant had 

been obtained and I then met with OFC l I (SAFE STREETS TASK FORCE) at the FBI building. We then 

went to Cl F T where KEYS's is currently housed. 

OFC l 1 and the FBI spoke with KEYS and advised KEYS's of this search. KEYS's was reportedly "OK" with 
this search. DOC personnel then placed us into a video monitored contact room, and I collected the needed 
known hair sample and pubic hair sample from KEYS. 

I advised KEYS's of how we would do the collection of hairs, and he confirmed he had no questions and KEYES 
was cooperative to the process. For the head hairs 1 noted that when combed no loose hairs fell from KEYS's 
head and I then pulled the required amount. I also pulled the required sample of pubic hairs. While collecting the 
pubic hair sample 1 noted that KEYS had a reddened area in his right groin, at the scrotum-thigh juncture area, but 
I could not tell if this was due to some skin con dition o r a birth mark or other skin anomalie. 

After sealing the evidence I provided it to OFC I l and the FBI for their evidence in this case. I reqeusted 
them to send me a copy of the Search Warrant for inclusion with this supplement.

Case Background 

Samantha Koenig was kidnapped from her place of employment by 
Israel Keyes on February 1, 2012. Keyes confessed to kidnapping and 

murdering her. He was charged federally with kidnapping which resulted 
in her death. Koenig T s dismembered remains were recovered in Matanuska 
Lake, Alaska. 

On March 13, 2012, Keyes was arrested in Lufkin, TX after using an 

ATM card associated with Koenig. Since his return to Anchorage, Keyes 
is cooperating with law enforcement, providing additional information 
about other crimes, including kidnapping and murder. He indicated he 
was responsible for two homicides in the state of Washington.

Keyes allowed Seattle agents to seize a fishing boat he used in the 
murders. He owned and used this boat in 2005 and 2006 but said it may 
still have the victim's blood/DNA on it. Although Keyes indicated he 
killed two people, dismembered their bodies in this boat, and then 
dumped the remains in a body of water in Washington State, he did not 
identify the victims. The gender, age and ethnicity of the victims is 
unknown. The boat was stored outside for years and was full of water 
when it was seized, Keyes used this boat for fishing so any blood or 
bones found may be from fish. 

Boat Search 


Seattle ERT searched the boat on July 18, 2012, Keyes identified 
where items of evidentiary interest might be found in the boat, 
including where blood may be found. The items sought included blood, 
bone fragments, knives, tools, cement blocks, and rope, Seattle ERT 
inventoried the boat, examined it with an alternate light source, 
conducted Phenolphthalein tests, and employed Blue Star blood detection 
reagent, 


Requested Exams 

A variety of items, including unknown material, were collected 
since they fluoresced under an alternate light source, tested positive 
with Phenolphthalein, or were otherwise thought to potentially be or 
contain organic material (IB-209, 210, 211, 212, 213, 218, 219, 220, 
221, 222, 223, 224, 225), It is requested these items be tested for 
DNA and trace evidence which may identify the victims. 


Keyes specifically noted the rope from within the glove box (1B215) 
is important, although he did not say why. It is therefore requested 
this item also be tested for DNA and trace evidence.

Those same records suggest that 
Keyes may have been seeing a female companion that weekend in Sequim, 
WA. It is still possible for Keyes to have been involved in 


disappearance, however, he would have had a very narrow window to 
kidnap, murder and dispose of the body as well as to transport his 
vehicle to the location it was found. If this case is later attributed 
to Keyes, it should be noted that a Dr. Pepper can with a latent print 
was located ini vehicle.

Blue manufactured textile fibers were found in specimen Q214, No fibers were 
found in specimen Q215, 

No examinations were performed on specimen K4,

microscopy*

This hair is microscopically 
jaissimiliir to the K3 known head hair sample (FBI ^laboratory number 120822003 PF ABE) 
identified as coming from ISRAEL KEYES; accordingly, ISRAEL KEYES cannot be included 
as a possible source of this hair. It should be noted that hairs can change over time. 

Numerous dog hairs were found on-specimens Q221 and Q222. 

No other hairs suitable fdr significant compiuisoh purposes and microscopically 
dissimilar to the K3 known head hair sample (FBI Laboratory number 120822003 PF ABE) were 
found on or in the submitted specimens. 

Textile fibers of various types and colors were found on or in specimens Q221 
through Q223 and Q225 through Q233. No fibers were found in specimen Q224. 

Examinations were conducted using microscopy including stereomicroscopy and 
comparison microscopy.

Their mission 
while in Saudi Arabia/Israel was to ensure no army crossed the border and 
avoid the possible war that would follow.

has tried to look for KEYES and other members of his platoon on Facebook 
but was not able to locate any of them, except for

away 11 . KEYES was a large individual who had broad shoulders and a big 
nose. He was someone who was very quiet when he first checked into the 
platoon. KEYES kept to himself a lot of the time and did not begin to 
really drink until KEYES was assigned a roommate, First Name Unknown (FNU) 
KEYES and | [ were always together. They would not go out of 

the local area to drink, but instead stayed around base, would go to the 
Non-Commissioned Officer (NCO) club on base or would just get a lot of beer 
and drink at the barracks.

KEYES had a few hunting magazines 
that he subscribed to. KEYES was familiar with animals but! 


attributed that knowledge to KEYES having an Amish upbringing. KEYES had a 
severe dislike for all animals. While most people who do not like animals 
would try to avoid them, KEYES would approach animals for the purpose of 
hurting them. KEYES told a story of the best way to kill a goat was to hit 
it in the head with a baseball bat. The events that would happen after 
someone "brained 11 the goat was the brains would come out of the goats nose. 

The goat would be dead but still standing up. There was a time when KEYES 

tied a cat to a tree and then shot the cat in the stomach area with a .22 

caliber bullet. The cat would try to run away, but would only go in 

circles around the tree it was tied to. While in the middle east, KEYES 
would put two scorpions into an ammo can so that one would kill the other. 

This would happen from time to time with a large group of people around 
but KEYES did this on occasion by himself. Most of the time when KEYES 
would tell stories about doing these things to animals, KEYES would tell 
the stories in a proud and humorous way.

KEYES never had, nor

about KEYES and 


did he display any desire to have a girlfriend 
the KEYES was homosexual, despite making jokes 
being in a homosexual relationship.

KEYES was never seen by 


committing a crime nor did KEYES talk 


about any crime he had committed. 


KEYES did not have a vehicle and never spent any of his money on 
anything besides military gear. When KEYES would spend some of his money, 
it would be at the "TACTICAL TAYLOR" near the base to improve his vest, 
KEYES also made gear of his own, possibly a skill he learned while growing 
up. The most elaborate thing that KEYES made for himself was his own 
"guile" suit, 


KEYES was typically even keeled, and often spoke in a monotone voice, 

but on two separate occasions that_ could remember, KEYES got very 

angry. One time was after a 15 mile "ruck march" lead by the Company 
Executive Officer, the second in command of the company, KEYES, being one 
of the largest soldiers in the company, was one of the men who were 
assigned to carry the mortar tube and plate. The mortar tube and plate 
probably weighted approximately 60 pounds or more. Including the rest of 
KEYES’ equipment, his total weight load was probably over 110 lbs for he 
entire 15 miles march. Upon returning to the barracks, KEYES threw the 
mortar tube and plate across his barracks room at the television, breaking 

it. The other time where KEYES lost his temper in the presence of_ 

was during a "payback" operation. This is when a soldier has the 
opportunity to address any problems that he or she might have with another 
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soldier. Both soldiers would be in the middle of a circle made up of other 
soldiers with boxing gloves. The soldiers in the middle would box and the 
problem that did exist was then resolved, and a paper trail was never 

started. Some soldier, that _ioes not remember, had a problem with 

KEYES so they both entered the circle. This other soldier punched KEYES in 
the nose pretty hard while they were boxing and this is what angered KEYES. 

KEYES lost his temper at this point and beat this other soldier to the 
point where land some other soldiers had to intervene to pull KEYES 


off of the soldier being beaten up. 


In retrospect, some of the things that 


found strange about 


KEYES was the animal cruelty, the lack of family connection and the lack of 
interest in women. KEYES also did not have any ambitions for when he would 
eventually leave the Army. KEYES did not mention going to school or a 
particular job he wanted, all KEYES spoke of was going back to the home 
that KEYES had built when he was a teenager. This home in New York or 
Pennsylvania also apparently had approximately 9,000 Black Talon pistol 
rounds buried throughout the property grounds. When KEYES went on leave, 
he would go back to his home in New York or Pennsylvania, but never had any 
stories about his family when KEYES returned from leave. 
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The writer received copies of recorded jail calls and jail visits from 
the Alaska Department of Corrections, Anchorage Correctional Complex 
pertaining to ISRAEL KEYES. The latest recordings were received on

Methods: 


Microscopic examination of hairs is accomplished by using stereomicroscopy and 
comparison microscopy. The presence or absence, appearance, arrangement and distribution of 
the characteristics within the cuticle, cortex, and medulla of the hairs are examined and may be 
compared during a hair examination. 


Microscopic examination of fibers is accomplished by using one or more analytical techniques inclu 
stereomicroscopy, comparison microscopy, polarized light microscopy, fluorescence microscopy, and instrumental! 
microspectrophotometry and Fourier transform-infrared spectroscopy. The microscopic characteristics and opti 
properties determined by these techniques are used for the examination and comparison of fibers.

Results of Examinations: 

A Caucasian head hair was found on specimen QT22. This hair is microscopically 
jaissimiliir to the K3 known head hair sample (FBI ^laboratory number 120822003 PF ABE) 
identified as coming from ISRAEL KEYES; accordingly, ISRAEL KEYES cannot be included 
as a possible source of this hair. It should be noted that hairs can change over time. 

Numerous dog hairs were found on-specimens Q221 and Q222. 

No other hairs suitable fdr significant compiuisoh purposes and microscopically 
dissimilar to the K3 known head hair sample (FBI Laboratory number 120822003 PF ABE) were 
found on or in the submitted specimens. 

Textile fibers of various types and colors were found on or in specimens Q221 
through Q223 and Q225 through Q233. No fibers were found in specimen Q224. 

Examinations were conducted using microscopy including stereomicroscopy and 
comparison microscopy.

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Characteristics of hairs can be used to determine whether the hair is human or 
non-human, body area, racial characteristics, artificial treatment and whether a hair has been 
forcibly removed or naturally shed. The characteristics exhibited in the hair(s) are used as the 
comparison criteria. When the presence or absence, appearance, arrangement, and distribution 
of macroscopic and microscopic characteristics exhibited in a recovered hair(s) are the same as in 
a potential source, the possibility that the compared hair(s) originated from the same source 
cannot be excluded. Consequently, the source of the known sample can be included as a 

possible Source of the recovered hail'(s), although the association of hairs using macroscopic and microscopic 
characteristics does not constitute a basis for absolute personal identification* 


Fibers can differ as to type (e.g., rayon, cotton), color, shape, size, microscopic 
features (e.g. presence of delustering agents, voids) and optical properties (e.g., refractive index, 
sign of elongation). These are characteristics that may associate fibers with a group of items, but 
never to a single item to the exclusion of all others. However, even fibers with many similar 
properties may be excluded as originating from the same source by using the identified analytical 
methods. 


The characteristics present in the fibers are used as comparison criteria. When all of 
the characteristics present in a recovered fiber are the same as in a potential source, the 
possibility that the compared fibers originated from the same source cannot be excluded. 
Consequently, the recovered fibers are consistent with originating from the known source, or 
from another source comprised of fibers that exhibit the same microscopic characteristics and 
optical properties. 

The inability to associate specimens through a microscopic hair/fiber examination does not preclude that the 
persons/items of interest had contact with each other. A number of factors can produce this result, including: 1) Hair/fiber 
evidence ma]i not have transferred. 2) Hairs/fibers that did transfer may have been lost prior to submission to the laboratory. 

3) The hairs/fibers transferred or the known comparison specimen submitted may not be representative of the source. 4) 
The hairs/fibers may be from a different source.
